tial deportation, and sent to 
Macao, 

In Macao, Mr Bernacehi said, 
the appellant had a job but 
found !t insuMcient to keep 
himself ond returned to’ the 
Colony, At first, he worked as 
a coolle and Iater found a job in 
a plastic factory.
